Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969, 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  was  4,870  compared  with  4,880  in 
1968,  Live  births  totalled  57,  a decrease  of  7 compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  birth  rate  of  11. 7 was  below  the  national  figure  of  16,3.  Two 
of  the  births  were  illegitimate,  compared  with  5 in  1968  and  4 in  1967.  There 
were  3 still  births.  Three  infants  under  one  year  died,  the  same  figure  as  in 
1988.  One  was  under  a week  old,  and  two  were  less  than  four  weeks  old.  The 
causes  of  death  were  birth  injury,  pneumonia,  and  congenital  deformity. 

Deaths  (at  all  ages)  numbered  6 2,  compared  with  56  in  1968.  40  of  the 
deaths  were  of  persons  of  65  ye at n or  over.  There  were  5 deaths  of  persons 
under  45  years,  compared  with  5 in  1 968  and  8 in  1 967-  Diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  caused  31  deaths  (compared  with  28)  and  cancer  11  deaths 
(compared  with  8 in  1968).  There  were  2 deaths  from  lung  cancer  compared  with 
3 in  1968,  Pneumonia  caused  3 deaths,  bronchitis5,  congenital  defect  1 and 
accident  1.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  numbered  16  - all  measles  cases.  There 
'were  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria 
or  of  Pood  Poisoning, 

Once  again,  the  matters  receiving  most  attention  were  Housing,  Housing 
Improvements  and  Pood  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.  Recent  legislation  tends  to  encourage  the 
rescue  and  repair  of  old  houses,  a matter  which  has  received  much 
encouragement  from  the  Council  over  the  years.  As  a result,  many  old  houses 
of  character  have  been  rescued  and  modernised,  providing  homes  for  families 
and  adding  to  the  pleasant  rural  aspect  of  the  district. 

Regular  inspections  cf  food  premises  have  been  maintained,  and  the 
general  standard  of  hygiene  is  high. 

In  conclusion,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support,  and  the  officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Antigen  is  used  by  Medical  Practioners  for  the 
i immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at 
Penley.  Standard  practice  is  early  protection  beginning  at  four  months  with 
Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic  and  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine.  In 
addition  many  school  children  are  given  booster  inoculations  in  schools  at 
the  age  of  5/6  years.

Cnee  more  the  emphasis  has  been  on  Housing,  Improvement  Grants  and 
Pood  Hygiene,  Some  two  years  ago  I mentioned  in  my  Report  of  the  lack  of 
adequate  legislation  under  the  Housing  Acts  to  prevent  old  houses  falling 
into  decay.  During  1969  a new  Housing  Act  came  into  force  and  it  would 
appear  that  this  Act  will  give  local  Authorities  the  necessary  powers  to 
prevent  these  old  houses  becoming  derelict  and  subsequently  being  demolished 
The  1969  Housing  Act  has  also  increased  the  amount  and  scope  of  both 
Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants.  During  the  beginning  of  the  year  quite 
a number  of  would  be  applicants  for  Improvement  Grants  became  aware  that 
this  legislation  would  be  coming  into  force  and  quite  naturally  have 
delayed  submitting  their  applications  for  Improvement  Grants.  During  the 
coming  year  it  is  hoped  that  this  added  incentive  will  increase  the 
number  cf  dwellings  being  improved. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
I have  received  from  the  Council  and  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Fraser  for  his 
support  and  to  the  officers  and  staff  for  their  willing  help,
